the growing pics and for the f mien- 
ing hog H contains more protein and* 
more bulk than it necessary. The 
final result In feeding pigs would be 
better If up .to 160 or 200 pounds 
they were given more protein. This 
can be done by mixing corn and oat 
meal with skim milk or by allowing 
them to run on a full feed of slop, or 
by mixing such feeds as middlings, 
ground peas, oil meal or tankage 
with the oats and corn. 
In the ab- 


sence of skim milk or clover or al- 
falfa pasture a good mixture would 
be equal parts by weight of corn 
meal, ground oats and flour mid- 
dlings and with every 30 pounds of 
this have about one pound of tank- 
age or two pounds of new process 
oil meal. If middlings are not to be 
had one pound of tankage mixed 
with 4% poundm each of cornmeal 
and ground oats will make a good 
feed. 


These nitrogenous feeds should 


not be fed to the close, but during 
the last four to eight weeks corn 
alone may. be fed to good advantage; 
it le a cheaper feed, will produce 
large grains provided the hog has 
been properly fed prior, to this, will 
produce a better hog and a better 
carcass. 


COI>DL(.VG IN SCHOOL.

• man's possessions, but they are al- 
ways worth a great deal more to him 
than they are to any one else. This 
was once Illustrated by the proud 
father who would not take a million 
dollars for his baby—nor give 10 
cents for another just like it- 


Owing to the demands made upon 


the fathers of growing families by 
the conditions of city life the discip- 
line of boys is largely turned over to 
their mothers. Owing to economical 
reasons the enormous majority of 
public school teachers are women 
and girls, so that many a boy neve* 
knows through his whole earlier life 
what it means to march to the music 
of a man's voice. 


He learns soon enough when he 


gets out into the world and has to 
make his own living. Then he begins 
to deal with men, with the strong 
chance that he will go on dealing 
with them until the end of the chap- 
ter. That being true, the less need 
there is for a boy being coddled in 
school.—Chicago Journal. 


When Sheep Prove Profitable. 
In this age of specialization sheep 


raising and sheep feeding must ne- 
cessarily remain as distinctive occu- 
pations. 
The science of economics 


enters largely into this sheep feed- 
ing question, says Field and Farm. 
The settling up of the range, the 
growing practice of irrigation and 
the gradual Improvement of large 
tracts of comparatively unproduc- 
tive lands may in time change the 
aspect of the situation, but at the 
present it is difficult to persuade 
farmers to turn valuable pieces of 
ground over to sheep raising when 
the advantage of buying the sheep 
and finishing them on the products 
of this same piece of ground has 
been so forcibly demonstrated. With 
spuds or sugar beets bringing a hun- 
dred dollars an acre and every foot 
of land qualified to grow something 
we are not likely to turn over much 
of It to a bunch of sheep. Of course 
the conditions are different where 
men have a rough foothill pasture 
good for nothing else, for under such 
circumstances a little bunch of sheep 
would do very well and make some 
money, but we are hardly ready to 
turn over our good irrigated ground 
to the tread of the golden hoof. 


A FEMIXIXE COXSP111ACY. 
Dr. Ingram, Bishop of London, at- 


tributes the falling birth rate to the 
"prevailing love of comfort," and, in 
other words which we should not 
wish to repeat here, brings the re- 
sponsibility of it—by inference, not 
directly—home to the women of the 
English speaking world. As a rem- 
edy, he proposes that the clergy 
teach their Hock to "live the sim- 
pler and heartier life which their 
forefathers lived, says the Boston 
Post. 


The difficulty of dealing with this 


vast evil lies largely in the fact that 
English speaking women seem to 
have begun to listen to the voice of 
Malthus a full hundred years ago, 
and that his tones have now pene- 
trated almost to the humblest cabin. 
The awful influences of the writings 
of Annie Besant were but an echo of 
those tones; but they carried fur- 
ther than did the original utterance. 


Not simple living, not a return to 


the old unquestioning obedience, but 
the triumph of a new and higher 
morality, is the only cure for this 
evil—the only possible defeat of this 
silent conspiracy which Dr. Ingram 
lays bare.

In the United States there are 
numerous technical schools which 
would afford 
the young men better 


practical education. There are a few 
Chinese students in these schools, 
but many more Japanese and through 
these latter America will make an 
indirect impress on the new China.

NEW SNAKE-BITE ANTIDOTE 


Permanganate of Potash Experiment- 


ed With in India with Good 


Success. 


So often has the discovery of some 


alleged infallible cure for snake bite 
been announced that it will be prudent 
to adopt a skeptical attitude toward 
the new claim put forward in the In- 
dian 
Medical Gazette. But facts cf 


great weight are in evidence, states 
a London report, which certainly Jus- 
tify further and more exhaustive in- 
vestigation. At the Royal Society 
meeting last year a paper bearing the 
names of such eminent authorities as 
Sir L. Brunton, Sir J. Fayrer and D.-. 
Rogers spoke favorably of immediate 
treatment with permanganate of pc- 
tasaium. Acting on this suggestion 
Dr. Rogers at once initiated a succ^s- 
sion of practical 
experiments, and 


now reports the results in a dozen 
cases. In two instances the drug 
failed to neutralize the fatal poison, 
but many hours had elapsed before it 
was applied. But nine of the victims 
recovered, and as five had been bitten 
by cobras and two by Russell's vipers 
—an equally deadly snake—their iden- 
tity was proved on capture and death 
—it certainly looks as if the perman- 
ganate does operate as an antidote it" 
used quickly. The drug has the addi- 
tional merit of teing very cheap and 
accessible, while the only process re- 
quired is to make an incision over ths 
bite, a ligature having been previously 
applied to prevent the poison from 
spreading and to rub in the cure with 
the nngers. A more scientific methoj 
is to use a special lancet.

Set the Whole World to 


Trembling. 


In the course of a year I saw more 


than 600 rhinoceroses and the tracks 
af thousands, writes C. B. Shilling In 
World's Work. The sight of these 
gigantic beasts standing in the moon- 
shine on the snow-white steppes is still 
vivid in my memory. I have never 
encountered more than four at ona 
time, though I have seen as many as 
eight together. 


Their appearance when in a sitting 


posture is very like the stump of a 
tree. While resting tne rhinoceros oft- 
en resigns himself 
to his 
feathered 


friends who alight upon his body and 
serve the double purpose of freeing his 
SKin from parasites and giving warning 
of danger. It is a case of partnership 
between an animal with a keen sense 
of smell and birds with keen eyes. 


The horns of the African rhinoceros 


sometimes attain a length of nearly 
live feet, and when he lifts up his 
voice the whole world seems to trem- 
ble. 
The sound is so tremendous that 


tho effect is startling in the extreme.

land foxes sometimes resort to the 
stratagem of running along the top of 
the walls for a considerable distance, 
throwing hounds off the scent.

Marshal Hurley on the 8.45 Pullman last evening, and lodged in the local 
police station. 


The story sent out by the Associa- 


ted Press from Newburyport follows: 


Newburyport Police Notified 


Two men, who the police believe 


were concerned ia1 the attempted jail 
delivery at Portsmouth, N. H., last 
night, were captured in the town of 
Salisbury today, after a man hunt 
which was' fully as exciting as that 
which, marked the capture in New 
Hampshire a few days ago of the two 


\rhtr-are~now in~tbe Rocktng- 


Tiara county jail and for whose liber- 
ty the attempt was made to enter that 
jail last night. 


The local police were notified early 


today by the Portsmouth authorities 
that the two men who attempted 'to 
break into the jail were on their way 
to this city. The entire police force 
were notified to be on. the watch for 
the men and several hours after the 
telephonic warning from Portsmouth 


as their tired limbs would 
permit 


when the Amesbury officers, carrying 
their rifles, were sighted in the dis- 
tance. The men tried to dodge the 
oncoming officers, but with .Amesbury 
officers in front of them and New- 
buryport officers in the rear of them 
they had but a small territory over 
which they might escape. One of the 
men was captured by Officer Mer- 
shon of the Amesbury force and a 
few moments later his cuiupauiou was 
caugh't by Officers Murphy and Mc- 
Lean of the local police.

The policemen of this city and the 


prisoners were in an exhausted con- 
dition as a result of their fatiguing 
chase across the marshes and they 
were also thoroughly chilled.

shots, which, however, instead of 
frightening or bring about 'the surrcn 
dcr of the supposed jail 
deliverers 


only had the effect of hastening their 
footsteps. 


The men were heading in the dl 


rectlon of Amesbury, and

able to make his way through

marshes, hurried back to headquar 
tors and telephoned 1o that city to 
hive a squad of men sew out to in 
tercept the suspects.

Sheehan is in a 
erious condition as a result of his 
ramping from Portsmouth, his run- 
ilng over the marshes and the num- 
rous involuntary baths 
which he

he care of the prison doctor.

Both Men Waived Requisition 


Both men were questioned 
about 


coming from Massachusetts to New 
Hampshire without the necessary req- 
uisition papers by the Newburyport 
police, and decided to come without 
hem. 


Sheriff Collis then telephoned to 


his city and summoned Lawyer Per- 
cy Gardner of the firm of Eastman, 
Hollls and Gardner of Exeter, who 
was at the superior court house, to 
Vewburyport, where he made out the 
writ under Chapter 280, section 7, of 


w Hampshire laws, charging the 


men. with attempting to rescue a pris- 
ner.

Five Hundred People In Crowd

A Big Crowd At Newburyport 


At the Newburyport depot it was 


still worse, and the police had their 
hands full to make room for the offi- 
cers and prisoners to get into the 
baggage room, where they waited for 
he Pullman. 


Men Hid Their Faces 


The men aid their face with their 


lands and hats. 


While w aitJng in the baggage room 


hey appeared to be sleeping; on >the 
:rain, however, they became more 
tee and Sheehan seemed to feel his 
place the most. 


He talked considerably with Sber- 


ff Collis and appeared nervous. 


When the train got here a crowd 


was at the depot and the police sta- 
ion, all anxious to see the men, and 
hey pushed and crowded the same 
as the crowd did at Newburyport. 


Not Wanted At The Jail 


Sheriff Collis was not in favor of 


aking them to tbe jail with the oth- 
er Itwo who are now locked up there, 
until they had been arraigned in po- 
Ice court. 


The police say that Thomas Foster 


is not this man's correct name and, 
like Spring, lie may be somewhat of 
a puzzle for a while. 


Nevertheless, ithey are satisfied that 


they have rounded up two more of a 
bad gang. 


Belongs In Newburyport 


Sheehan belongs in Newburyport, 


and the police have had trouble with 
him for many years. Just before he 
was taken from that city, he was visi- 
ted by his brother, who gave him 
some money.

Occasionally even the best of mat-

All the color* have certain defin- 


ite qualities. They are not only light 
or <!ark In themselves, but some coi- 
ors reflect more Hcht than other*. 
and tire thu* capab'? of changing the 
light In a room. 


They are clasi.i*cd according to 


their 
luininousky in this order — 


yellow, orange, green, red. blue, and 
purple. Yellow and orange with their 
tints and shades will bring sunshin« 
and 
warmth into 
a dark room. 


Green and red with their tints and 
r.hades. unless they are too dark. 
have little effect In changing 
the 


light, while blue and purple may be 
used in very bright rooms. 


The classification according to 


warmth and coldness Is quite simi- 
lar. The warm colors are yellow, red 
browns, reds, and olive-green, blue, 
purple, and the neutral tones of tha 
warm colors. 


The character and atmosphere of a 


room — its coziness or its formality — 
are 
dependent 
upon 
this decided 


characteristic of colors. A room -with 
dark red walls and rich hangings 
suggests the coziness of an open fire 
on a winter's evening — a green 
room, ths cool, restful shads of the 
forest on a warm summer's day. 
while warm golden yellow suggests 
sunshine itself. The cold colors re- 
cede from us and hence form good 
backgrounds and make a small room 
appear larger.' The warm colors ad- 
vance, make good bits of contrast- 
ing color aganlst the colder tones 
and make a room appear smaller. 
The darker shades of all the colors 
draw the walls of a room together 
moro than the lighter tints. Light 
colors make an entire house appear 
large and airy. 
Ceilings may be 


made to appear higher with light 
retiring colors, and lower with the 
advancing and dark colors. 


A room with blue walls will ap- 


pear much larger than a room with 
rod walls, while one with light green 
walls will appear much larger than 
one with dark green or with light 
yellow. — Harpers Weekly.

only way to clean pearls is to wash 
them la lukewarm water with a light 
suds made from white cast lie soa;>. 
tnd then dry by shaking in a box 
filled with jewelry sawdust as coon 
M the dirt Is removed, for if left wet 
the gems may be injured. To free 
the setting around a pearl from dust, 
a soft bristled toothbrush should be 
used, for nothing but fine hairs can 
get around the small corners and 
clean the prongs, without danger of 
loosening the jewels. 


In cleaning a pearl ring or stick- 


pin surrounded by a cluster of dia- 
monds the best plan is to put them 
in a bowl of clear lukewarm water. 
Then dip the brush In the water, rub 
it over a pure toilet soap and make a 
thin suds on the hand, then brush 
the jewels and settings carefully, un- 
til they look clean. Care must be ta- 
ken that no bits of soap get on the 
gems. Occasionally they will have to 
be soaped several times to maks 
them bright. 


The moment the dirt is removed 


rinse them In lukewarm water and 
blow It off quickly so the pearl will 
dry more rapidly when put in the 


j sawdust. Drop them in a bowl filled 
[with jeweler's sawdust and shake 
[them gently for several 
minutes. 


'When 'aken out If any fine particles 
| of wosJ cling to the setting, they 


I should be whisked off with a small, 


j soft, dry 
toothbrush, leaving

I pearls and diamonds bright and lus- 
trous. 


Some women prefer using alcohol 


instead of boxed sawdust to dry the 
stones, but unless a person is exceed- 
ingly careful with it the setting may 
be loosened. Dip the ring just once 
in alcohol and blow or brush it dry,

j Ig pearls should not take more than 
i from six to ten minutes, and should 
be done every two or three weeks 
when they are constantly worn. 


A pearl necklace should be care- 


fully 
brushed 
between 
the beads 


with soft hairs, but never dipped in 
water, for as a rule there is nothing 
to prevent the inside from getting 
wet. rnd parhaps darkening the stir- 
face or making spots. 


When brushing no longer bright-
